THE 
HOME ELECTION. 


Iw the absence of more detailed 
information regarding the political 
situation in Great Britain at the 
time of the Dissolution it was to be 
inferred at this distance that the 
General Election would find the 
Unionist party not only divided 
against itself, but without any 
definite lead from any single quar- 
ter. This view was confirmed by 
telegraphic reports to the effect 
that’ the political weather-prophets 
were up to the last unanimous 
regarding the hopelessness of the 
Unionist chances of securing a 
majority at tho Election. It is’ 
always well to face facts, and, so 
far, the course of the polling has 
not refuted the general pessimism ; 
but there is a wide distinction be- 
tween a party torn asunder and 
demoralized and a party fighting 
an up-hill battle, but with a clearly- 
marked goal before it and a belief 
in the justice of its cause. On the 
eve of the struggle, as is now to be 
seen from the Home press, the 
Unionists, who had been valiantly 
engaged for some days in eliminat- 
ing grounds of differences among 
themselves and closing up their 
ranks, received a splendid rall 
from their leader in a spenak 
delivered at Nottingham. By com- 
mon consent Mr. Balfour's speech 
is termed “ great” in the comments 
of the Unionist press, and there can 
be little doubt that his very clear 
exposition of the ground on’ which 
the party took its stand gave fresh 
heart to his followers and provided 
a yaluable contribution of a con- 
structive character to the questions 
upon which the nation was to be 
asked to decide. Ita effect upon 
the electorate has yet to be revealed ; 
but, {as we have pointed out on a 
previous occasion, reasoned states- 
manship has generally to fight more 
than one encounter before it can 
overcome a meaningless appeal to 
the predatory instincts of the masses. 
The “ Down with the Veto” that 
constitutes the beginning and end 
of Liberal Manifesto is more 
ikely to win votes on the present 
occasion than the Unionist attempt 
to solve the problem of the House 
of Lords on constitutional lines. 

IE this were not the case, one of 
the last acts of the House of Lords 











before the Dissolution must have 
cut the ground from under its 
opponents’ feet. From the moment 
when the relationship between the 
Upper and Lower Houses of Par- 
liament became a subject for 
national discussion the House of 
Lords hes allowed it to be clearly 
understood that it made no attempt 
to defend its existing constitation. 
The opinion of the Chamber was 
ultimately crystallized in Lord 
Rosebery’s Resolutions, passed on 
November 17, which declare that 
in future the House shall consist of 
Lords of Parliament (A) chosen by 
the whole body of hereditary peers 
from among themselves and by 
nomination by the Crown (B) sitt- 
ing by virtue of offices and of qual- 
ifications held by them ; and (C) 
chosen from outside. It was not 
intended that these Resolution: 
should embody « cut-and-dri 
constitution for the Upper Cham- 
ber, but that they should offer a 
broad basis on which it would be 
possible to construct a reformed 
House of Lords by the joint con- 
sent of the two great parties of the 
State. While leaving the question of 
theproportionsin which these differ- 
ent classes should bed sical to be 
agreed upon in consultation, the Re- 
solutions establish the fundamental 
roposition that there must be a 

id Chamber of some kind. It} 











was on this point that Mr. Balfour 
laid special stress in his speech. 





The Unionists submit three pro- 
positions to the country; that a 
Second Chamber is necessary ; that 
it must be a real Second Chamber| 
and not a sham one, exercising a 
moderating influence upon the 
legislation of the country ; and that 
it shall not be the dominant Cham- 
ber in the Constitution. In the 
face of these declarations it might 
be thought that a mere anti-Veto 
appeal would carry no weight with 
the electorate. But the ways of 
popular suffrage are enigmatical 
and great is the power of an 
electioneering catch-word. 

While the victory of the non- 
Unionists at the polls is assured, it) 
is by no means certain that the 
Liberals will find themselves in a 
less enviable position than before 
the Dissolution. A net gain of 
twenty-two seats over the Liberal 
and Labour parties will leave the 
Unionists with an absolute majority 
apart from the Irish vote. If the 
polling for half the constituencies 
is a correct indication of the final 
constitution of the House, the 
Unionists will miss that position, 
but will be numerically stronger 
than the Liberals alone. Even 
without the emphatic assurances 
given in the House of Lords on

country would not submit to a 
drastic alteration of the Constitution 
over the heads of the Unionists, by 
a Libera minority relying on the 
support of a Labour party pledged 
to Socialism, It is to ‘be hoped, 
therefore, that the Government will 
appreciate the logic of actual facts. 
On its appeal to the people of Groat 
Britain to give it plenipotentiary 
powers to deal with the House of 
Lords as it thought fit, it will have 
been moraily or actually defeated, 
At the same time it can count on 
general support for a reform of the 
Upper Chamber on the lines already 
indicated by the Lords themselves. 
There would still remain the ques- 
tion of Home Rale, and here too 
there would seem to be a basis for 
compromise, if Liberals and Un- 
ionists take counsel together and 

the former are not overawed by 
the redoubtable Mr. Redmond. The 
result of the Election, the close 
proximity of the Coronation and 
the obvious temper of the nation, 
all point to a second Conference, 
but with the Liberal representatives 
chastened by the reflexion that 
extreme measures may be good 
party politics but are poor statesman- 
ship. Farther negotiations between 
the two parties, however protracted, 
are preferable to the grave crisis 
that would inevitably arise, if the 
Liberal Government were to.attempt 
to force upon the nation a Single 
Chamber Constitution and Parnellite 
Home Rule.

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THE EVILS OF 


ANTI-OPIUMISM. 
December 3. 


ALL who are convinced that the 
world will be the better when 
China is able to take her place as a 
self-respecting and respected 
bor of the family of nations wish 
to see her freed from many of her 
present vices and endowed with the 
corresponding virtues in their stead. 
‘Among the national shortcomings, 
Chinese public opinion has picked 
out for special execration, almost to 
the exclusion of all others, the 
indulgence in opiam-smoking. No 
right-minded observer, actuated by 
moral considerations alone, has ever 
wavered in his desire to see China 
freed from the degradation of 
opium, provided always that she 
does ‘not de iberately adopt in its 
place a worse vice. But there must 
be many, who, either by precept or 
by practice, are trying to leave that 
part of China with which they have 
been brought in contact better than 
when they first came here, who if 
able to command the cure of ten 
thousand opium smokers and tho 
reform—thorough regeneration on 
modern lines—of five Chinese offi- 
cials, would;in the interests of the| 
nation unhesitatiagly bring about the 
latter first. In other words a sense 
of proportion would not allow the 
level-headed reformer to exhaust 
the country’s reserve of energy in 
only one direction, and least of all 
in regard to what can only be 
termed a secondary reform. Given 
the complete abolition of opium 
this year, next year or seven years 
hence, thes country in the absence 
of other reforms bids fair to be as 
ill-governed as it was ten years ago, 
its resources equally squandered, 
its people as poverty-stricken and 
eqnally exposed to floods, famine 
and riots. A reformed bureaucracy, 
on the other hand, would not only 
seal the fate of opium smoking, 
but would mean in due course a 
prosperous Ch 

feel impelled to these re- 
marks, as others bave elsewhere, by 
the sudden recrudescence, in a more 
aggressive and more violent form 
than before, of the anti-opium cam- 
paign. No one secks to deny the 
good done in calling public attention 
to the increasing evils of opium- 
smoking in China. ‘The success of 
that movement was marked by the 
summoning of an Internati 
Opium Cormission in Shanghai in 
February 1909, and from that point 
it was expected that the leaders of 
the movement would retire, making 
way for those who would be charged 
with the arduous and responsible 














suppression. At the first session the| 
President of the Commission, Bishop 
Brent, who was also Chief Commis- 
sioner of the American Dele- 
gation, pointed ont that “great 
problems go through two distinct 
stages.” He continned, “ We have 
been passing through this prelim- 
inary stage—what I have termed the 
emotional stage. The emotional stage 
finds expression in agitation. We 
have had agitation. Now I believe 
wo are at least midway in the second 
or scientific stage, when men deal 
with ascertained fact.” Unfortan- 
ately these shrewd remarks, which 
were not without their influence at 
the time, have now been forgotten. 
Agitation has revived. “ Ascertain- 
ed fact” is entirely lost sight of, 
and conclusions are set forth by 
irresponsible people, who entirely 
ignore the practical problems that 
have to be solved in the course of 
the work of opiam suppression. We 
re no grave quarrel with the 
sigcatories of the memorial to the 
British Government from the World 
Missionary Conference. The memo- 
rial is couched in moderate terms 
and does not commit itself to more 
than “the now unquestioned since- 
rity of the Government of China in 
their endeavour to suppress the 
opium evil.” A large number of 
the memorialists have nothing to do 
with India, China or the British 
Empire. Not one, we venture to 
think, bad the least sense of admin- 














istrative responsibility in signing] of 


the document. They ignore the 
fact that the British Government is 
committed to the suppression of the 
opium trade, and only stipulates 
such margin of time as is consonant 
with the interests of many thousands’ 
who are dependent on the trade— 
until recently regarded as honest| 
and legitimate, ‘Their one concern 
is that opium-smoking should cease, 
and they do not pretend to give any 
thought to practical details in con- 
nexion with the suppression. 

Of a different natare, though 
equally irresponsible, is another 
agitation that is being carried on 
in China itself. We have referrad 
to the fact that the suppression of 
opium smoking will leave Chil 
politically, financially, edacation- 
ally and materially where it is to- 
day. Her need for reform in 
these directions is urgent, but we 
have the spectacle of an organiza- 
tion setting out virtually to persuade 
the country that opium suppression 
and nothing bat opium suppression 
counts. The tactics employed are 
most reprehensible. In a country 
whore difference of opinion is met 
by the boycott and @ grievance by 
riots, where self-control is despised 
‘and discipline in educational in- 








task of carrying out the work of|stitutions practically non-existent, 


no attempt should be made to en- 
courage the youth of the nation to 
league together for interference in 
politics, even under the guise of a 
moral reform. If a crusade is to 
be preached and worked up among 
the student classes in China, let: it 
be in the cause of discipline and 
self-preparation for civic duties. 
The International Reform Burean— 
a modest title that might equally well 
bo spelt in six letters, we believe— 
thinks otherwise. When its activi- 
ties emanated from Honolulu, it 
was harmless, though annoying ; 
transplanted to Tientsin, it may 
prove, albeit with the best inten- 
tions, thoroughly pernicious. If 
the British Government were to 
take seriously the Bureau's lucubra- 
tions, as enunciated through the 
mouths of Chinese students, and 
allow its ordinary human instincts 
free play, the cause of opium sup- 
pression would fare ill in China. 
The kindest course it can pursue 
is to continue its negotiations with 
the Chineso Government on the 
principle that an immediate spectac- 
lar success in the abolition of opium 












is probably the greatest disservice 
that the cause enn be rend 

The spirit of the nation is against 
the practice and it will die out. A 
too violent suppression, as there is 
already * reason to foar, entails 
the substitution of other drugs, 
which will find a wider clientile 











than even opium before the Edict 
1906. 





THE PORTUGUESE 


REPUBLIC, 
December 5. 

Any troubles to which the 
Provisional Government of the 
Portuguese Repablic may be sub- 
jected will come from within and 
not from abroad. Brazil has, in- 
deed, formally recognized the now 
régime as the permanent govern- 
ment of the country, Tho great 
Powers of Europe, with more regard 
for the dictates of prudence, have 
intimated their willingness to tran- 
sact business with the Ministers of 
the Republic; but are they not likely 
to accord their definite recognition 
of the republican order until tho 
nation itself has ratified it by a 
vote of confidence at the elections, 
As faras could be jadged from 
the course of the revolution and 
the events that preceded it, the 
people of Portugal were ready and 
anxious for a radical change in the 
government of the country. Of 
the abuses under which the nation 
laboured there could be no question. 
They were attributed, moreover, to 
the political system in vogue, and 
rightly or wrongly this system was 
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held to be the outcome of and 
jnseparable from the monarchical 
régime. Accordingly, when popular 
antagonism to the existing order 
materialized, it seemed to the revo- 
Tntioparies a political axiom that 
with the abolition of the monarchy 
all would be well. As the event) 
proved, that step was accomplished 
witb, it might be said, ridiculous 
The Republicens carried all 
re them; the King left the 
country, after his party bad offered 
only a bricf resistance, the new 
order was bailed with tremendous 
enthusiasm, at least, in the capital, 
and the Ministers have since in- 
formed the world that telegrams of 
congratulation have been received 
by them from every municipality 
in the country and from most of 
the public and private bodies, whil 
not a word of protest has so far 
been beard. 

Tn these circumstances the policy 
that the Ministry should adopt is 
clear, and its responsibility for lay- 
ing immediately the foundations of 
honest administration is correspond- 
ingly enbanced. The elections for 
the first National Assembly under 
a republican form of Government 
are, as far as is known, postponed for 
several months, and in the mean- 
time Senbor Braga’s Administration 
wields absolute auth Not 
only had it a clean slate to start 
witb, but it can still count, according 
to its own statement, upon popular 
support. Its first decisive line of 
action—the expulsion of the Jes 
—had all the appearance of being 
fulfilment of the national wish, 
although the methods adopted in 
giving effect to it can hardly have 
enhanced the self-satisfaction of the 
new Republic. Since then, its acti- 
vity, apart from changes in the 
higher ranks of the civil service and 
Army, bas been confined to the pro- 












































maulgation of laws, which the Gov- 
ernment of constitutional country 
would have been expected to hold 
back until they had been submitted 
to Parliament. In the meantime,ac- 
quiescence in the new régime—a 
source of legitimate pride at first 
for the victorious Republicans— 
has now become so gereral that 
there is little to distinguish the 
new political order from the old, 
with the exception of the absence 
of the Monarch and a cbange of 
Ministry. The very people who 








proclaimed themselves stout Monar- 
chists and whose political misdeeds 
Jed to the country’s desire to be rid of 


King Manoel are now equally stout 
Republicans, and it is hardly to be 
supposed tbat in turning their coats 
they have changed their skin. Judge- 
ment of the real significance of the 
change of government will have to 
be withheld until the elections have 








taken place, but it is clear that the 
present leaders in Portugal have 
still much to achieve before they 
can claim permanent success for 
the principles that the revolution 
set out to establish. 

Perbaps the most marked dis- 
tinction between the Republic and 
the Monarchy is the inability of the 
former to submit to criti that 
flourished unchallenged while King 
Manoel was on the Throne. A 
censorship that is only compatible 
with martial law bas been imposed 
upon the Press, with the result that! 
one prominent organ whose aggres- 
sive independence under the 
Monarchy caused it to be regarded 
as a champion of republicanism 
has been suppressed for its per- 
tency in measuring the present 
régime by an independent standard. 
The period of “austere morality 
and immaculate i 
Senbor Braga’s administration was 
to inaugurate should be made of 
stern enough stuff to allow the 
utmost freedom to the Press, parti- 
cularly when it bas actually promul- 

the repeal ef the laws 
against anarchicts. Its own version 
of the country’s quarrel with the 
religions orders bas not been gi 
with svfficient emphasis to explain 
satisfactorily the application of the 
order of expulsion to convents in 
distant possessions ; while the 
method by which the order has 
been cai out in the home 
in the colonies exposes 
the Republic to the charge of being 
actuated by mercenary motives 
rather than by pure patriotism. 
‘The work of national regeneration 
that tbe Provisional Government 
sets before itself is one that will 
tax its powers to the utmost 
and may well create for it enemies 
among those who were the first to 
acclaim the Republic. It would 
seem unfortunate, therefore, that it 
should ran the risk of alienating yet 
more sympathy by the impeach- 
ment of the one man who, however 
unconstitutional his methods, 1s

shop-keepers. An election, we 


are assured by “the trade,” makes 

its effects felt for weeks before and 

after the polling, for women are

Primrose dame, the 
the anti-suffragist, the 
aunts and sisters of the 
Liberal candidates, it is clear that 
there are few left for whom the 
mere man can carry parcels.

‘Apart from broken heads at 
Cork—and it may be that even 
these are not viewed with the some 
regrets that accompany them else- 
where—the Irish Nationalists are 
probably the only party that wel- 
comes the General Election. They 
do not expect to be moved from 
their strong position of hold- 
ing the balance between the two 
chief parties, and in the meantime 
“ good American dollars ” (as their 
agents express themselves) are 
flowing into the Nationalist coffers, 
For them the issue of the Election 
admits of not the cast doubt; a time 
limit will be set for “ Home Rule 
for Ireland,” or Mr. Redmond and 
his followers at Westminster will 
demand “to know the reason why.” 
The Labour party, on the other 
hand, enter upon the struggle ii 
chastened frame of mind. Their 
candidature bas been largely reduc- 
ed since January, and the ‘scarcity 
of party funds causes themtoeschew 
several contests that might be 
thought to offer a “fighting chance.” 
‘Tonof their seats are beld at present 
in two-member constitnencies in 
which the second seat is held by 2 
Liberal ; and it is to be inferred 
that the maintenance of the un- 
acknowledged but not the less 
patent alliance between the Liberal 
Party and the Labourites in regard 
to these seats will carry with it a 
reduction in the number, if not the 
complete abolition, of three-cor- 
nered contests. A Liberal gain 
has already been recorded ia Man- 
chester (South-West) ; and as this 
seat was captured by the Unionists 
in January on a Liberal-Labour 
split vote, it is probable that the 
gain is the result of the compact to 
eliminate as far as possible three- 
cornered elections. 

An election manifesto circulated 
urbi et orbi by Mr. W 
chill, has been acclaimed by 
party as a great exemplar of 
“fighting” speech. By its i 
tence on the iniquity of the Veto it 
serves to narrow down the issue toa 
point that both parties might accept 
for their appeal to the electorate, if 
the latter were capable of the close 
reasoning required to follow Mr. 
Churcbill’s argument to a logical 
conclusion. He claims that the 
House of Commons shall besupreme; 
but as his opponents have not been 
slow to point out, the House of 
Commons as an independent entity 
scarcely exists, and its acts are by 
no means to be regarded as an ex- 
pression of the will of the people. 
On all great questions it is the 
obedient slave of the Government 
of the day, and under the present 
Administration it may be doubted 























whether, if voting by ballot existed, 
any of the chief Liberal measures 
would have passed the House.

loan, and it was announced shortly 
afterwards that it was the intention 
of the United States financiers 
interested to invite co-operation in 
the loan abroad. On November 10 
an agreement was signed in London 
between representatives of the 
American Grovp and those of the 
British, French and German finan- 
‘cial groups already associated in 
what 18 now termed the Central 
China railway scheme. By the 
terms of this covenant the four 
syndicates arranged not only to co- 
operate in the loan of ten millions 
sterling, but also to participate in 
all fature financial operations in 
China. Since the appesrance of 
the Edict an atcempt has been made 
to settle the terms of the loan with 
the Chinese authorities in Peking. 
In the absence of Mr. W. D. 
Straight, the representative of the 
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American Group, it was not a 
matter for surprise that no final 
decision should be reached ; but he 
bas now been back in the Chinese 
capital for some daye, and it may 
be presumed that the information 
regarding the negotiations repre- 
sents the wishes of both sides in 
the matter. 

The loan of ten millions sterling 
is earmarked to the extent of two- 
snd-a-half million pounds for Man- 
churian purpores, including the 
establishment of a Manchurian 
bank, while the remainder is sup- 
posed to be reserved for “ currency 
reform” under tae aegis of H. B. 
Sheng Kung-pao. In debating the 
terms of the loan, the American 
representative is understood to have 
stipulated, on the advice or instrac- 
tions of the Washington Govern- 
ment, that the final contract sball 
inclade provision for regular and 
effective supervision of the expendi- 
ture of the loan fonds for the pur- 
poses to be specified in the agree- 
ment. Tt requires litle knowledge 
of Chinese methods and aspirations 
in matters financial to engender the 
belief that any such terms will be 
stobbornly resisted by the Chinese 
Ministry of Finance, which will 
feel that on this point it bas the 
full support of public opinion be- 
hind it. For this reason the negoti- 
ations may well prove protracted, 
and it is by no means certain that 
the loan will actually materialize, 
if the United States Government 
refuses to recede from its demand 
forin safegu»rd, which is undoubted- 
ly necessary in the interests of the 
bondholders. And on this poiat it 
is to be hoped that the agreement 
between the four financial groups 
will tend to strengthen the Ameri- 
cxn Government in its attitude. 
OF recent years there bas been « 
gradual reduction of safeguards in 
the degree of foreign supervision 
that the Chinese loan agreements 
bave carried with them, as a result 
of the interaational ri for the 
post of creditor to China. The 
reputation that the country 
enjoys in regard to the fulfil- 
ment of its financial obligations 
and the knowledge that, where 
pressure bas once been brought, it 
can be brought again have led to 
the introduction of a policy of non- 
control in the matter of loans. 
such a policy flatters Chinese 
it is far from certain that 
it is wholly in China’s interests or in 
the interests of the creditors. Few 
countries lightly repudiate their 
obligations ; but it is possible that 
atime may come when not only 
the situation renders such a course 
inevitable, but _—_ circumstances 
enable the repudiation to be effected 
with a minimum of moral turpi- 
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tude attaching to the defaulting 
nation. 

It would be idle to contend that 
recent developments in Chinese 
finance can have any other offect 
than to arouse misgivings among 
those who are called upon to keep 
a close watch over the course of 
events in China. The proposed 
Joan of ten millions sterling, if it 
materializes, will be associated 

ifically with two or more Minis- 
tors of State, although it will carry 
the imprimatur of an Imperial un- 
dertaking. In the case of a loan 
for the Army or Navy the national 
interest is clearly engaged ; but in 
other directions will be noted a 
tendency to associate responsibility 
for certain loans with individaal 
officials. The Ministry of Posts 
and Communications recently con- 
tracted a seven per cent loan with 
‘a London bank, and the money, in 
the words of a critic quoted at the 
time in ovr colamns, “ was to be 
paid oy ; to,the uncontrolled ex- 
penditure of the Mandarins.” A 
still more. noticeable instance was 
when the Shanghai Taotai negotiated 
a loan for priyate or local purposes

self-protection they find themselves 
obliged to differentiate between 
natioral obligations and the per- 
sonal loans of a corrupt bureaucracy. 
‘There should be no chance of such 
a crisis in China’s history, if the 
proper safeguards are now required 
in regard to all future loans. Itis, 
therefore, a matter for satisfaction 
that the negotiations over the loan 
of ten millions sterling are pro- 
tracted, if the delay implies that 
the creditor Governments concerned 
areinsisting, not only upon adequate 
supervision over the expenditure of 
the money advanced, but also upon 
tho introduction of some recognized 
guidance in China’s financial affairs.

On great moral 
questions it may well be expected 
to take a strong stand, but tho 
Society is recognized as the friend 
of China, and seeks to be ever a 
promoter of harmony between the 
East and West. Merchants and 
others from this point of view 
would find it a good investment 
to circulate the Society’s weekly 
among their business clientdle. 
Professor Burton of Chicago Uni- 
versity, who recently came to 
a nd investigated conditions, 
ing at a Conference in New 
‘ork, said: “Iam persuaded that 
as conditions are in the Chinese 
Empire to-day, we cannot as 
members of a Christian nation 
limit our efforts either to the 
development of a Christian com- 
munity, or to the permeation of 
the Confucian community with 
Christian ideals, but must accept 
the far larger task of seeking to 
promote the welfare of that nation 
in practically every phase of its 
life—moral, religious, social, econo- 
mic, political... China confronts 
to-day one of the greatest tasks 
that any nation ever faced. This 
is nothing less than the creation of 
new civilization.” What is best 
in the old must be cherished and 
retained, but even so, the new 
China of the 21st Century will bear 
little resemblance to the China of 
to-day. In this broad spirit, the 
Christian Literature Society con-

also a rcord of the Adams a the 
Egyptians called them, pastaring their 
big where the Israelites had done 
under Joseph. Edomites were said to 
be descended from Esau, They were 
dotented because they had refused to let 
Terael pass through their land on their 
way ont of Egypt. Herod was an 
Tdumsean or Edomite and that was one 
reason why he was bated. ‘The Jews of 
those days therefore were “‘good haters,” 
and would have pleased Dr. Jobnson.

THE MISSIONARY’S 
PUBLIC LIFE. 


The following paper on “ The Pablic 
Life of the Muwsionary” was read by 
Sir Havilland de Sausmarez at the 
December meeting of the Sbangh 
Missionary Aescciation, held in the 
Union Charch Hall on Tuesday evening, 
December, 6, 1910 :—

It was not without hesitation that I 
accepted the invitation of yoar Society 
to read s paper on the public life of a 
missiousry. The subject is not one 
with which I can boast soy great 
familiarity. Most of us, however, bave

[f any advice, when I feel entitled to 
fseoms to you unsympathetic, 
Pray remember that Iam speaking as a 
the world and that I am giving 
you the view of sach a one who ayme 
pathizes with the work of the mission- 
life. I am dealing with the 
missionary's daty to the public, for 
after all, that is bis public life, and not 
the attitade of the public towards him ; 
that atti ude doubtless gives room for 
criticism, bat it is not within the scope 
of this paper. Bat above all, I. ro. 
oem! hat 80 many people who 
the missionary and his work 
are apt to forget that he is bere 
to obey the divine command to go into 
all nations aod Iands and preach the 
gospel to the whole creation, There 
‘1 one other part of the public life of 
* missionary, which is 10 intimately 
connected his mission work and 
I do not feel entitled to 
deal folly with it, though it is perbe; 
‘the most important part of the whol 
I believe, matter of earnest 
thongbt among you: I mean his 
attitude towards the difficulties which

it is worth more than a passing com- 








ment. That men and women of little | b 


edocation or training and much 
weal go forth from their homes 
to become missionaries in undoubtedly 
trae, and to them I woold say 
that the individual who moy wortbily 
fill a bamble place at home as an artize, 
a clerk, a tradesman, and who is able 
and willing there to do asefal work be- 
‘youd his own vocation, cannot be trans- 
formed by merely uprooting and trans- 
anting into a convincing teacher of 
Ibristianity to a people whose ways of 
‘thonght be doesnot understand. Should 
anyone, in whatever station he may be, 
fool that bis duty is to presch the 
Gospel ia foreign lands, who am I to 
say that he is onfit ; but if be is to be = 
‘usefal member of society in bis new and 
strange environment, let him remember 
that all cannot fill ‘equally prominent 
positions in public I fe, and that an in- 
dividaal will be of greatest use to the 
community, if he performs for the com- 
munity that service which he is most 
fitted to render. It follows that the 
public life of a mission, é. ¢, a 
body composed of a number of unite 
who are missionaries, will be of 
the most use to the larger society 
amongst which it works, if the en- 
deayours of each of its members are 
directed along the line in which they 
can do most good; and if mis-directed 
veal among its less experienced and loss 












‘well-balanced members is curbed. Let 
not any person think that every word 
that comes from his mouth and every 
act be performs is wise and right, be- 
cause in bis opinion it will farther the 
object he has in view. 

‘The usefalness in p.blic life of s 
leader in « mission depends on himself 
‘snd those with whom be may take 
counsel, His trast is « great one and 
his selection s matter of careful thought, 
for from bim must come the directions 
which will stimulate and restrain the) 
younger and less prominent missi 
with whom he works, and to him in 
greater or less degree must order 
and subordination in the ranks of the 
ai depend. Obviously, unless he 
‘is wise, acts of unwisdom will mark bi 
tenure of office. So, with the subor 
members in so far as they are prepared 
to work in their proper sphere so far 
will their usefulness prevail. But iil- 
considered action and unrestrained zeal 
‘are more likely to lead to contention 
than to peace, to delay than to progress. 

‘A. mission is a society iteelf, it forms 
part of w large society, and well per- 
formed mission work, whether of the 
individual or of the ‘corporate body, 
should result in the growth and stability 
of this society within a society. 


























The growth of a vigorous society 
working on Christian principles, in which 
member bas his appointed place, 


which with its growth b:comes stronger 
and more convincing, will become not 
only more potent by its vigour to affect, 
but also by its harmony to appeal to 
that greater society within which it 
works and whose conversion to Obristian 
ideals is its aim. 

‘The succzes of medical missions sod 
the increase of industrial mirsions prove, 
if proof were needed, that the daty of « 
missionary is to the Society into which 
traneplanted as well as to the in- 
dividual whom he teaches.

Chiinchichu. But as the members 
began to find their fect they became 
more emphatic in condemning the ac- 
‘tions of the Grand Councillors, more 
insistent in urging the importance of 
the Honse as a National Assembly and, 
perhaps, more intolerant of anything 
that threatened to thwart their will 
On Tuesday last their impatience with 
the conduct of the State Council, cal- 

insted in their decision to force an 
issue between it and themselves. All 
that was koown publicly at the time 
was that the Tzechengyaan had  sub- 
mitted sealed memorials in connexion 











with the Viionan ealt question and the 
matter of edocation in Kuangei, and 
that the Throne, or the Grand Couacil 





concerned. In the light of what 
happened later on it appears that the 
Grand Council decided to increase the 
price of salt in Yiionan and to restrict 
the privileges of edacation in Kuangsi to 
stodents of that province. The Tze 
cheogyaan, faithfally adhering to the 
principle of upholding the dignity and 
prerogatives of the Provincial Assem- 
bliee, barst forth in a violent denuncia- 






tion of the Chiachicha, For the first 
time members spoke without any 
restraint, Speaker after speaker made 





impassioned addresses in which the 
frailty of Chinese official life was stripped 
bare. The tenour of nearly all the 
speeches was the same: either the Grand 
Council or the Imperial Assembly 
must go. An immediate Osbinet 
was necessary; Cabinet that would 
be responsible to the people,” one 
that could be replaced by the people if 
it attempted to flout their desires. 

‘The meeting was by no means out of 
hand, however, There was no trace of 
revolationary spirit; and even amid 
the exhilaration of the afternoon's 
most exciting moments a certain amount 
of awe was visible, when one resolate 
member referred to the Grand Councillors 
as ‘‘s group of effete officials who were 
menace to the people and a danger 
to the Throne,” concluding with the 
significant statement that “ such officials 
had caused the downfall of the Ming 
dynasty.” Other speakers showed that 
they would be content with an Edict 
restricting the powers of the Grand 
Conneil.

Then the people 
would elect their representatives and 
from them a responsible Cabinet would 
be selected. There was much to do in the

‘Any interference on th 
embarrass the Throne and retard the 
country's real progress. 

‘At this janctare several members 
interjected and when the speaker replied 
to them by clever repartee gave a hum- 
orons ten to the situation. After a 
little while the visitor lost bis temper 
and with it all hope of makiog a0; 
impression on the House. Even 
minutes silence failed to regain a patient 
hearing and then » vivid picture of 
offended dignity—he returned to bis 
tost and afew minutes left later the 
House.

‘Noxt day, the members held a private 
meeting to discusss the memorial, which 
was found to be satisfactory. As this 
fact became known ontside, the House 
‘was packed on Tharsday, when the next 
regular meeting occurred. 
proceeding to business, 
descended to the speaki 
saying that be wished to read the day's 
Edicts which referred in part to the 
business of the Assembly. All tbe 
members rose respectfully. 

‘The Edict was certainly important, 
for it told that the Throne approved of 
the suggestions made by the Tzecheng- 
yoan in connexion with eslt and educa- 
tion qnestions, There were no com- 
ments, however; thos it was evident 
that the members knew before entering 
the House that the Throne bad upheld 
their action. Indeed one might almost 
hhave suspected that members were not 
pleased at being denied the opportanity 
to test their strength against the Chiia- 
ehicha on such firm ground. 

‘The Edict had made the memorial 
useless, bat the question was not allowed 
to subside, Harking back to the state- 


















‘ment that the Grand Council was not 
reeprnsible body, the House decided to 
framo a new memorial arging that the 
Grand Covncil should be responsible to 
the Throne and to the people, otherwise 
that it should be superseded by a Cabioet. 
Many long and interesting speeches 
were made and, finally a new committee 
inted to frame another 
which will be read in the 
House on Monday next.

THE'ANHUL FAMINE, 


From Our Own Correspondent 


5 hegre Nov. 25. 
‘elagees from the flooded portions 
of North Kiangsu and North Anbet 
are being sent back ‘They are 
given  pitifol allowance to get them 
home and « promise of a few pence when 
they get there. ‘These bad sold 
their doors and roofs and pat their all 
in boats and barrows aod gone awsy. 
It is little wonder that there is threat- 
‘ened trouble when the tide is turned back? 

Wherever the fields were not sub- 

is excellent harvest 
gathered and the prices are so bigh 
these ff in excsllent cir- 
camstances, except for their poor kin. 
Bat there are perbaps a dozen tracts 
ranging from one bundred to one thon- 
eand eqnare miles in North Kiangsa 
snd North Anbai where there bas not 
been one third of a crop. In these low 
lands the want is very severe. In some’ 
places ten per cent of the p»palation 
has left, and in some places eighty per 
ent bas already gone north or south. 
‘The poor refugee faces an awfal win- 
ter and spring. One's heart-strings 
get many a tog as one sees the pitifal 
barrow-losds going hither and thither, 
Up to this time these refagees have 
bean able to gleas: in the potato and car- 
rot fields, However, all the crops are 
gathered now. Many, too, who could 
not leave home, will be out of food by 
March, 

‘The Government has appropriated 
100,000 strings of cach to the Hea- 
chonfa prefecture, This money is to be 
supplemented by local sabscriptions (or 
exactions 7) and used to bay grain to 
sell at cost price, and finally it is to be 
given to the needy. 

A new problem faces the nation, It 
costs nearly three times as much merely 
to exist as it did a few years ago. 
Wages have not risen in proportion 
to the cost of living. It is thas impos- 
sible in many trades for one man to earn 
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‘enough to feed a family of fire members. 
A few dollars would feed » family afew 
years ago. Now it will not do it. Then 
what are the people todo? Tens of 
thoneands roam the country, willing and 
soxions for work, and there is nothing 
for them to do. Ob, that thoss who 
can, would push the building of 
railway from Teingkiangpa to Kaileng- 
fa, The whole family could be employ- 
ed on the earthworks. Or would that 
there was s fond to make the Grand 
Canal p real canal and not astream that 
rons nearly dry in the spring, Money 
could be spent on digging drainage 
canale, too, and thus give employment 
to the poor and help the situation 
in the future, Also good rosds could 
be made, If the Government makes 
no farther effort to bring relief than 
that noted above, thereis sure to be grave 
distarbances in the spring, for is it 
nstaral that men will allow themselves 
to be forced back to their roined hovels 
and see their children and people dio 
hile there is food near by ?

‘or what they may beg. Most of them 
leave behind the wreck of a home, in 
which, poor as it may be, they have 
made s fair living daring good years. 
The death rate amoug them ix very 
heavy, especially among the children, 
both from lack of nourishment and dis- 
eases which this canses. 

However, I went down to the main 
street, There at one spot.I saw the 
dead body of s man who bad lain down 
there last night on bis way through 
here sod had died in the night (which 

very cold one) of eith 
ld, or both. In s vacant 
beside him were four families of re- 
fogees. I talked with one of them 
consisting of an old father, a younger 
woman and two or three children. 
‘They bad been farmers in Nanhsuchow, 
There was so little to eat at home 
‘nd 10 little prospect of getting any 
that they had come away with their 
mheelbarrow and bad got to twenty 
miles or #0 to the south of here. They 
found, however, that there was 
very little to be obtained below and so 
many in like condition to share what 
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there was tbat they bave turned back 
home again in despair preferring to take 
their chance among people among whom 
they were acquainted. 

T went north of the river where these 
ers are mostly to be found. 
wbeelbarrow party. 
‘Thore was a mother, a danghter of aboot 
0 boys of eight and fonr, 
ttle baby on the barrow. the 
latter wailiog from booger. With 
them was a neighbour from the same 
village, a fellow traveller. The father 
was on the street tryiog to beg 
something, ‘They came from a place 
twenty miles or #0 north. They bave 
been farming « rented farm of twenty 
mow or so, This year it was eotirely 
drowned out and nothing gathered, 
So they came away and got 100 fi to 
the oath of here.

'A day or 60 sgo.s man spplied for 
treatment in the dispensary for a0 
tabsceas underneath the muscles of the 
forearm.

‘The reason, however, that he gave was 
that they party of eight, inclad- 
ing bis old father. They had all come 
south from the famine, bat found oo!

But now they 
must start off at once as they had 
nothing to eat and must get home. 

To considering measares for reliof it 
wonld be well to consider carefully the 
advisability of importing grain rather 
than giving oat money.

Jopan and the Japanese, by Walter 
Tyndale, Methuen & Co, Ld., 
London. 


So numerous hare become the books 
in reference to Japan that readers feel 
& certain amount of besitation before 
purebasing a new work relating to our 
Allies and their country, lest they 
ehould find themselves in possession of 
book that would teach them nothing 
that they bad not already learned. Any 
such fear can safely be banished ia con- 
pexion with Mr. Tyndale's book. He 
went to Japan for the parpoee of paint- 
ing pictures of the gardens of that 
‘country, which will appear in a volume 
to be iseued next year, and the thirty- 
two colonred illustrations in the pre- 
seot volume are, in a sevse, by- 
prodocts, But it most not be assamed 
that they are, therefore, scamped and 
burried. On the contrary they are 
beantifal and finished studies; Mr. 
Tyndale has brought to k ap 
accomplished brush and an intoitive and 
sympathetic mind, He bas been mark- 
edly successful in reproducing the “ at- 
mosphere,” s really wonderfal accom- 
plishbment for an Occidental artist. The 
lection of subjects is entirely admir- 
able and the publishers have collaborated 
ith the artist in prodacing book that 
for its artistic merits deserves a place 
ny library that professes to contain 
the * best books” on the Far East, The 
letter-press is generally speakiog praise- 
worthy, though Mr. Tyndale is evidectly 
more at home with the brash than with 
bis descriptions of his ex- 
saneee inne, with Japanese 
ricebamen snd ¢0 forth, though scarce- 
wel, are amusing and his ob- 
eee art are valoable 
that he bas allowed

unwittingly done.

the present point of view surely that is 
good. ‘The more of such men that there 
are the better will your work be ander-

‘To toe op 
ould appeal for comprehension, ‘but 
believe me, the more he can mix with

because I know temperaments fer, 
‘nd that men, who have been long re: 
moved by their work from contact with 
others entirely unconnected with it 
must feel difficalt and stiff ia un- 
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accustomed surroundings. Again = 
man’s work is not limited by his 
profession—an enormans amoont of 
work done at home for the state is 
id work, done often by men who 
their bread to win and who give 
their spare time for the good of 

community. It ia this work ontside 
your profersion which will belp to make 

















you good citizens, wbich will brosden| i 


your views, will win sympathy from 
those of your own blood and enable you 
to understand and be understood by 
them. 

Possibly your profeseion will not 
allow you to undertake direct civic 
sibility, but there mast be macy 
ways in which you can belp the Earo- 
pean in country far from his own land 
by your sympathy and by sour readiness 
to belp bim in his difficulties as well ss 
by a participation in bi efforts after 
orderly government. What is wanted 
is co-operation of all to whom good 
government based on Christian princi- 
ples ie an sim, and so, as it seems to 
‘me. you will the more readily attain to 
the triamph of Christianity in the lives, 
in the homes, and in the State of thore 
nations to whom yon preach the gospel 
of goodwill.

THE CHRISTIAN

ANNUAL 18a, 


The Annual meeting of the above 
Society was held at the Society's head- 
qasrters in N. Szecbuen Road Exteo- 
sion yesterday evening. ‘There was a 
large attendance of subsoribera and 
others interested in the Society's Wor 
From 4.30 to 5.30 pam. ten and light re 
fresbmenta were served tothe gacets. At 
5.30 Sir Havilland de Sausmarez took 
the cbair in the library of the Society 
Dr. T. Riobard and Dr. D. MacGillivray 
Deing seated on bis left and right 
reapectively. 

‘The Chairman said that the report of 
the Society showed a record of good, 
extending work, It was now 23 years 
old and had already falfilled » consider- 
able past. They might confidently look 
forward to its foliling still more 
vigorous fatare, Doubtless many of 
those present had hoard his address a 
few nights previously, but be desired to 
id on that occasion. 
‘A Bociety of this kind was ono of the 
best means of preparing those with 
into contract for a more 
comprehensive and sound method of 
attacking pablic and political—politicsl 
in the ‘sense of doing gond to the 
body politic—questions, It _coul 
Tak ok fap vers, meas ariber 
than the ordinary Misionary Society 
because it could sead its written and 
printed word to all parts of the Empire 
where the human voice could not resch. 
He desired to make one poiat, Mere 
learning, and reading, and mere koow- 






































ledge alone were not sofficient to make 
‘s vation. In order that a nation might 
be mede fit for self-gorerament, 
wanted moral strength, reli-reliance, 
love of justice for ite own sake anda 
strong sense of daty (applause). With- 
out such a foundation no lasting edifice 
coold be erected. The work of the 
Bociety could not be better directed than 
ing that liceratare which would 
give guidance to those who were strag- 
gling to build an edifice upon such a 
firm foundation, and in the preparation 
‘and translation of good, sound books 
(spplani 

Tho Chairman then called apon Dr, 
MacGillivray to move the adoption of 
the report for the past year. 

Dr. MacGillivray, in moving the 
adoption of the Anoval Report and 
Accounts, first explained certain mat- 
ters in the accounts. The Shantang 
Road Estate sppeared for the firat tim 
This was a plot of land over a mow in 
res, situated on the North-west corner 
of Foochow and Shantong Roads, which 
the Society bad acquired doring the 
year. The intention was to reserve a 
‘sofficient portion on the corner for the 
erection of s anitable book depot. At 
present the lot was completely built over 
by the lessess of the land. The Society 
drew a land rentsl of Tis. 2,000 per

The portion of the lot not ac- 








Teally required by tke Society woold be 
the sabject of fature disposal. Having 
already their own offices, the next na 
taral step was to bave their own depot, 
thas securing y, permanency, and 
efficiency. It would be seen that ‘they 
le to buy this land by  con- 
siderable loan derived irom the Or- 
dinary account. Fature adjastments 
would be made to repay this loan 
to that account. On the credit 
tide of their account appeared the 
names of contributing organizations, 
iz, Christian Literature Society, 
Glasgow ; Christian Literatare Society, 
London ; Baptiet Missionary Society, 
Teondoa ;_Arthington Fund; London 
mary Society, Religious Tract 
Bose, and tbe China Emergency 
Committee. Next year the 8 P.C.K. 
‘of Loadon wonld appear in this list. They 
were also gratefal for three legacies 
received daring the year. In last year's 
Report, reforence was made to the 
proposed Incorporat'on of the Society. 
tep wold not involve the slightest 
change in ite constitation, but was 
necessary solely for the legal ‘protection 
of their property. Without Incorporation 
the law could not resogaize the O.L.8. 
a 1 joridical person. But, after much 
consideration, it bad beea decided to 
leave the S ciety as it was, and to seek 
Tooorporation of an Association as 
parallel and auxiliary orgavization to 
which the Society might from time to 
Sime entrast the management of it and 
and buildiogs. By this m 
body similar to Trastees would be 
created according to the powers of the 
Board ia Article V. of the Constitation, 
This arrangement not only met the 
need in view, bat preserved the antonomy 
of their home supporters. Passiog on to 
the Report, the first part of it was de-| 
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voted to a description of the present 
conditions ong which they ee ae per} 
qT described under 
general ‘idle of “Our Environ- 
nt,” while the latter part of the 
Report was described as “The Special 
Work of our Society.” ‘This part told 
wbat the Society was doing to impart 
to this environment the new life which 
would iofallibly leaven it in due time, 
Environment usually bad a potent 
effect upon the organism, and this meant 
that wide sdaptation to new condi- 
tions was necessary, The Gospel indeed, 
‘could not be changed, bat they were 
far from exbausting the depth 
aod variety of its application, Be- 
lieving as they did that the chief 
factor in human environment was God, 
they neoded to bring Him to the 
Chinese, and inasmuch as He was the 
first great cause of the evolution of 
Ching, it was icpossible in this Report 
tobe snything but optimistic, more 
especially if they took the long view of 
fatare history: He bad referred to 
se adaptation to new conditions. In 
their list of the new books, he found 
that there were ten which might be 
described as especially for this age. Of 
their Reprints, eleven came ander this 
category. The otbers they had published 
for varios reasons, though some of 
might not exactly coincide with 
worpose of the Society. Bat, 

‘at was their special province ? 
They were meeting in this Library 
called after the donor and from its walls 
Drs. Willismson and Allen looked 
down upon them. Acarsory glance at 
the shelves soon convinced them .that

Its 
work was not entirely direct Missionary 
word, Bat much assistance was given 
to missionary work by educational and 
other methods. The miseionary's dnty 
was not only to prepare souls for 
the next world bat to prepare men 
for the present world and in the 
latter cbject the Suciety readored 
valoabl He believed in the spread 
of applica science though he had hexrd 
of a Chinese who did not believe in it 
until he bad actoally felt an electric 
shock. Finally he referred to the wide 
scope of the Society's efforts which 
he believed were making men, w: 
characters, like the character of a certain 
pisny manufacturer, conld be described 
as tquare, upright and grand, and were 
inflaencing not only men but women 
and children. 

Dr. Taylor seconded the revolution, 
He asked bis hearers to think of some 
of the great problems with which the 
incoming officers would be faced.

whole people, He referred to the fact 
stated in the report of the Society, that 
one reader of its books had copied ont 
156 peges of a book by hand before 
partiog with it, and to the increasing 
demand for information of the hods 
of the mother of Parliaments created 
by tho advent of Parliamentary Govern- 
ment io Chios. The Chinese were 
eminently fitted for Parliamentary 
Government, as they were @ rea- 
soning and reasonable people. They 
hoped, therefore, that, by the efforta 
of the Society, the Chinese wonld 
be enabled to use the treasures of both 
East and Weet, to the uplifting and 
jon of this great people and 








































resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Shen Tan-ho, who craved permission to 
sprak in Chineee, bis remarks after- 
wards being interpreted by Dr, Richard. 
Mr. Shen referred to the fact that in 
its early days the publications of 
the Society were widely distributed. 
When the Boxer rebsllion broke ont, 
vad flrodedt the country, and tine offisin's 
‘and most of the people wero bent upon 
killing foreigners, a Chinese in Shanse 
was fouad collecting the remains of 
those who had been slaughtered, and 
reverently burying them. When re- 
monstrated with for his action he 
replied that be had read come of this 
Society's books, and that they were all 
good. Therefore, in the interests of 
yy he was endeavouring to honour 
who came to do good to the 
country. He also emphasized th 
ger from the spread of Japanese civiliza— 
tion in China. The students who went 
to America and England loarnt of a 
better civilization than that of Japan, 
bat at present most of the high offi 
represented Japanese ideas of ci 
tion, and from this fact great danzer 
was to be anticipated. He looked to 
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the Society to assist in delivering Obina 
from this danger. 

Dr. T. Richard ssid that be had 
asked Dr. MacGillivray to propose the 
adoption of the Report, and Accounts 
for the past year, ss he was Acting- 
Secretary daring bis own absence in 
Earope, But before closing, in addition

To the Editor of the 
Nonru-Caiwa Darcy News.

Duriog several years im- 
mediately precediog the past year, 
instructed classes ia engineering in ono 
of the largest of American aiversities. 
Daring the past year I have been 
instructing classes in engineering in the 
Provincial Railway College, operated 
connexion with the Chuen-Han Rail- 
way at Chengta, Szechuan. In that 
city, were, at one time, several American 
teachers who were connected with either 
the above mentioned school or the 
Provincial High School. The two 
tchools also employed # umber of

Lest I be accused of personal pique, 
I wish to say that the treatment 
accorded me by the school autho: 
was most excellent and rels 
between us were at all times cordial 

T have taken some pains to look into 
the nature of student relations at 
various othi tutions and to e: 
into the quality of student work from « 
nomber of Provincial institutions as 
exhibited at the Nanyang Industrial 
Exhibition. While some of the condi- 
tions suggested by Mr. Ling bave not 
come previously to my knowledge, I 
find none’of his statements which appear 
unlikely or to which I would in any 
way take exception, He has, in my 
estimation, spoken fairly and squarely 
to the point.

hired by them and paid for by them to 
do certain acts within the scope of their 
employment. The first detective was 
told by Mr, Jones to do certain acts 
within the scope of his employment, 
acting as detective, The control of the 
detective never went out of the hands of 
the police, The instructions to withdraw 
from the premises were given by the 
police. The detective was simply 
carrying out work he was instracted to 
do for Mesers Hanson, McNeill & Jones, 
‘The next point was the liability of the 
master for the injory inflicted or done 
by the act of the servant. Messrs, 
Hanson, McNeill & Jones hired this 
man and they were not rable 
for bis acts, but the persons who 
were really lisble were bis masters, the 
Council. The relation of master and 
servant this case never ceased 
between the Conncil and the de- 
tective. The whole test in this case, ho 
‘submitted, was as to who had control of 
the constables. He regretted to saj 
Col. Brace ordered the detective 
to go to Messrs. Hanson, McNeill and 
Jones and take instructions there. It 
ecemed to him that was s somewhat 
negligent act. He did not think a 
Captain Superintendent of Police had 
the right as Chief of Police to tell the 
detective to go elsewhere to take his 
orders from other persons, They should 
have been given direct by the Captain 
Superintendent himself, That was a 
negligent act and the Council were 
ble for the negligent act of their ser- 
vant, the Captain Superintendent, There 
was a second detective who went into 
these premises. He was there for a con- 
siderable time, from 3.30 to 5.15 p.m. 
The szoond detective was never in 
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communication with Hanson, McNeill 
and Jones ; he was taken direct from 
the Police station by Snb.-Inspt. 
Burnside and sent into the plaintifi’s 
premises by him, He had no commun- 
ication whatever with Messrs, Hanson, 
‘McNeill and Jones. The defendants were, 
beyond all doubt, beyond all question, 
liable for that act. It conld not be raised 
in that instance that there was the iater- 
vention or orders of Messrs, Hanson 
McNeill and Jones. Mr. Macleod ia 
opening bis case had songht to excuse 
the effect of the action of the Council 
by saying that the man was only there 
 qaarter of an hour, He seemed to 
have been there very mach longer than 
that. An offence of this character was 
not to be gusged by time. There was the

An inquest was opened at H. M. 
Police Court into the circumstances 
of Bernard 
Albert, which cccarred at the Shanghai 
General Hospital abont 830 p.m. on 
the 2od instant. 

Tospector J. McGregor stated be 
identified the body he bad jast seen at the 
Hospital in the Coroner's presence es that 
of Bernard Albert. By making inquiries, 
witness Lelieved that deceased was 
‘employed by the Shanghai Life Insur- 
ance Company and resided at No. 
Avenue Road, In response to tele- 
phone message, witness arrived at No. 
82 Avenne Road at 635 pm. on 
Friday and eaw the deceased, who was, 
then alive, lying on the bed. At 6.40 
p.m. Dr. Olsen arrived and the deceased 
was removed to the General Hospital. 
Later on, witness received word that 
deceased had died at 8.30 p.m. 

At this stage the inquest was adjourn- 
ed until 2.15 p.m. on Tuesday, the 6th

Dr, J.E. Murray stated that on 
Friday last, about 7.15 p.m., he receiv. 
ed s telephone message from the 
Bubbling Well Police Station to the 
effect tbat a foreigner had attempted to 
commit suicide by shooting bimeelf, and 
bad been sent into the General Hospital. 
‘Witness arrived at the hospital about the 
same time as the police. The name 
of the foreigner was said to be Bernard 
Albert. He was in a state of coms, 
and had a scalp wound on the right 
, through which some brain snb- 
stance was protradiog. Witness ex- 
amined the wound, but as he could not 
{eel the ballet it was no use doing any- 
thing forther. ‘The wound was dressed, 
and the man was fut to bed, where he 
died an hour later without recovering 
consciousness, On the following day wit- 
nets made a post mortem examination, 
and found that at the point of entry of 
the ballet the inner table of the knil 
was fractured, and fragments were 
drawn into the brain, The bullet 
pierced both hemispheres, from the 
Tight tothe left side, and  ricocheted 
backwards to the base of the brain, 
bullet was found.

soggestion that they were unfair or 
excessive, Messrs, Sassoon and Co.'s 
property—the particular property with

This had 
not been done, In the same way, 
couneel’s clients believed that their 
tenants expected that, by agitation or 

ment, they could get their rente 
redaced, so that the main reason for 
bringing the defendants before the Court 
‘was in order that the Court might ex- 
plain to them the proper course to take 
and point out that the Court was unable 
to interfere with or slter their obliga- 
tions to their landlords. It was not 
within the scope of the Court to inter- 
fere and say that the rents should be 
reduced. The Court would bear in mind 
that = tenant was not forced to rent 
property : he took it volantsrily, at 
what was presamed to be « reasonable 
rent. The tenants seemed to bave an 
mneons idea that they could, by out- 
sources, get a reduction of their 
rents. The Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce bad issued an advertisement bear- 
ing directly on this point, notifying the 
Chinese public that the question of the 
redaction of rents wasa matter for mutual 
‘agreement between landlords and ten- 
ants. That was a very right and pro- 
per constraction to make and Counsel 
asked the Court to confirm it. His 
clients felt compelled to bring some of 
their tenants before the Court, ia order 
that the Court might make some pro- 
nouneement endorsing the opinion of 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce. 
Such a pronouncement wonld have the 
effect of disposing of this agitation. 
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clients also desired the Court to 
pronouncement that iotimide- 
tion or incitement was irregalar and 
improper, and that snch bebaviour would 
be severely dealt with. None of the 
tenants who wore dissatisfied bad ap. 

proached Messrs. Sassoon &: Co. properly, 
bat if they did 0, Messrs. Sassoon & 
Co, might help them by cancelling their 
Teaser, as the landlords coald easily let 
the houses again, If a man entered 
into such an obligation as the lease or 
tenancy of a house, be should carry out 
his contract, ‘There bad been no sug- 
gestion that, in prosperous times, Messrs. 
Sassoon & Co. bad raised the rents, 
If the tenants made contracts at fixed 
rents, their duty was to maintain their 
contracts.
